HELD ATBLOOMFIELD 


The p reliminary hearing of Frank 
Riley charged with killing C. F. Me 
Mu llin, was held in the cou rt hou se 
at Bloomfield Friday and 
Satu rday 
last, before Ju stice of the Peace J. 
'F. Aslin of Bloomfield and Ju stice of 
the Peace Henderson of Bell City. 
Prosecu ting Attorney Powell was as­ 
sisted in the p rosecu tion 
by 
Ralp h 
Wammack. 
Bob 
Ward 
and H. 
C. 
Blanton. 
The defendant was rep re 
feented by Mu nger & Mu nger, J. Val 
Baker and Josep h Farris. 
At 1:00 o'clock Friday afternoon, 
the first of the two witnesses for the 
p rosecu tion was called, who gave his 
name as Robert Miner, age 31, mar­ 
ried and lived 
at 
McMu llln, Scott 
Cou nty, Missou ri. 
Had known C. F. 
McMu llin 20 years and Frank Riley 
for year and a half. 
Had visited the 
Riley farm several times since 
last 
fall. That Riley raised corn and oats 
on the McMu llin farm near La Valle. 
That McMu llin had p u t 143 hogs 
at 
the Riley farm 
month before 
the 
shooting. 
That he was p resent and 
help ed vaccinate hogs, later two hogs 
died, others sick. That it was thou ght 
best to p u mp fresh water for hogs 
than to let them drink water stand­ 
ing in field. That Christmas Day he 
took man Forrester, who worked on 
one of McMu llin’s farms near Crowd­ 
er to the La Valle farm to clear some 
land for McMu llin. Forrester p u t his 
two axes and 
cant 
hook 
in small 
bam. 
That he asked Forre# ter 
to 
p u mp water for hogs morning 
and 
evening. Went down to the La Valle 
farm again Thu rsday afternoon 
to 
see abou t the clearing and the hogs. 
While at the clearing Forrester told 
him that Riley had told him to take 
his tools away from this farm 
and 
not come back inside the p lace, that 
he wou ld shoot the next s. o. b. that 
came on the p lace 
monkeying with 
the hogs. 
That 
he 
told 
Forrester 
“That all right’. That when he left 
the clearing, he went direct to 
the 
McMu llin home in Sikeston and re­ 
p orted what Forrester had said. Mc­ 
Mu llin told him to come by early and 
they wou ld go down and 
take 
the 
hogs to La Valle and ship them Mc­ 
Mu llin, where they cou ld be given at­ 
tention or 
they wou ld lose 
all 
of 
them. Then a car was ordered from 
the Frisco Railroad to be set ou t at 
I^a Valle. 
He left his home at Mc­ 
Mu llin soon after 4:00 Friday morn­ 
ing, got to McMu llin’s hou se where 
he left his car and got into McMu l­ 
lin’s car and 
started 
for La Valle 
abou t 5:30. The distance to La Valle 
from Sikeston was 
28 or 30 miles. 
That the road from Hu ntersville to 
La Valle was rou gh and the car be­ 
ing new, they had to drive slow. That 
lights of car was tu rned off at 
La 
Valle, one mile from the Riley hou se 
and it was light enou gh to see with­ 
ou t 
them. 
He 
didn’t 
think 
there wou ld 
be any trou ble. They 
were at the p u mp in the hog 
field 
bu rning straw arou nd the p u mp 
to 
thaw it ou t, when he'first saw Riley, 
who went from shed to the hou se with 
shot gu n in hand, then came 
back 
from the hou se loading the gu n. Riley 
p resented the gu n in a threatening 
manner, he qu it p u mp ing water and 
step p ed aside ou t of direct range of 
gu n. 
Riley fired at McMu llin, then 
McMu llin fired 6 shots gt Riley. Riley 
fired the second time, hitting McMu l­ 
lin 
in side. 
McMu llin tu rned 
and 
started to walk away, when he came 
to 
his assistance. 
After they 
had 
walked away 
little 
distance, Riley 
aimed the gu n at him, when he stu ck 
his hands u p in the air and asked 
Riley not to shoot him. 
That Riley 
lowered the gu n and the third load 
went into the grou nd between Riley 
and Miner. The fou rth shot was fir­ 
ed direct at McMu llin, who was fac- j 
ing Riley. 
Then they retreated into j 
a corn field. 
Miner said he had 
no j 
gu n or p istol, 
Cross examination by Mu nger did; 
not shake or change testimony. 
Re-direct examination 
by 
Wam­ 
mack brou ght ou t Riley was to p ay 
cash rent for the farm, bu t had not 
p aid it. 
That the hogs 
were 
sent 
down by McMu llin to eat the corn 
and the gain was to ap p ly 
on 
the 
rent. 
Elmer Forrester, 41 years of age, 
testified the same as he did at Essex, 
that Riley had ordered him to take 
his tools from the crib or little bam 
and not to come back inside the fence, 
that he wo-u ld kill any s-o-b who 
eame on th t p lace monkeying 
with 
the hogs. Said Riley told him he be­ 
lieved he was sent down there by Mc­ 
Mu llin as a sp y. 
Said he rep eated 
the same to Miner on Thu rsday after­ 
noon before the shooting. 
That his 
to o ls consisted o f two ax es and 
a 
cant ho o k. 
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Cro ss ex aminatio n did not change 
any o f the sto ry . 
Admitted by both sides that if Dr. 
jGrinstead were p resent he wou ld tes­ 
tify that McMu llin came to his death 
from the effects of shot wou nds fir­ 
ed by Riley. 
Prosecu tion closed. 
The defense op ened with Mrs. Ed­ 
na Riley, wife of Frank Riley, on the 
stand, with Mu nger in charge of ex­ 
amination. 
She stated that she was 
the wife a t the defendant, bu t they 
had not lived together for p ast twelve 
months. 
He was 
“batching” 
in a 
hou se on one side of the farm, while 
she lived in a hou se on the other side 
of the farm with her two children. 
That she only sp oke to him when they 
needed things. The night before the 
killing, her hu sband came home with 
the 18-year-old boy 
and 
slep t with 
him that night. 
Didn’t know what 
time they came home from 
La Valid? 
bu t it was late, abou t midnight. First 
saw Frank Riley next morning when 
she got u p to make fire in cook stove. 
He was sitting by heating stove 
in 
boys’ room. Did not see Allen Royal 
there early 
Friday 
morning, 
bu t 
abou t day light or before, heard a 
voice in boys’ room that she recogniz­ 
ed as that of Royal. Had known Roy­ 
al fou r years. 
She did not see Roy­ 
al anywhere abou t the p lace u ntil af­ 
ter the shooting. Saw him then com­ 
ing arou nd big barn. A neighbor wo­ 
man, Mrs, Grimm came ju st 
after 
daylight to get a twist of tobacco for 
hu sband. 
This was after she heard 
Alien Royal in bedroom. Mrs. Grimm 
was with her and they were there bu t 
two or three 
minu tes. 
Mrs. Grimm 
came in the hou se by front door and 
left same way, good day light, bu t 
not su n-u p . Then she went to kitch­ 
en to make fire. Abou t this time she 
saw au tomobile drive u p and McMu l­ 
lin and 
Miner got ou t. 
McMu llin 
on right side of car and Miner left 
side of car. Saw McMu llin do noth­ 
ing, the same on p art of Miner. They 
went to the little bam, she cou ld see 
them, both had p istols in their hands 
hanging down by right side. At this 
time Riley had not been ou t of hou se. 
Then she saw Riley p ass corner of 
hou se. 
Miner and, McMu Hin were at 
the hog shed 
by the 
p u mp . 
Saw 
smoke at p u mp . 
Riley had not been 
ou t of the hou se before that morning. 
Saw McMu llin walking toward Riley 
and 
toward hou se. 
Riley had lou d 
voice, bu t she didn’t hear him 
say 
anything, bu t did hear McMu llin talk­ 
ing lou d. McMu llin started to shoot­ 
ing first, walked toward Riley shoot­ 
ing. 
Riley had dou ble barreled shot 
gu n. 
Believe he carried it over his 
arm. 
McMu llin fired three or 
fou r 
shots 
first, 
heard two 
shots from 
Riley, believe McMu llin fired between 
the shot gu n shots. Miner ran to the 
left of Riley and went 
to shooting. 
Riley did not reload and shoot again. 
Fired bu t two shots. 
Cross examined by Wammack she 
stu ck to direct examination closely, 
bu t became confu sed when qu estion­ 
ed closely abou t gates, locations 
of 
shooting, distance, etc. 
James Riley, 
13-year-old son 
of 
Frank Riley, said he saw Allen Roy­ 
al before daylight 
and again after 
the shooting 
in . the big barn lot. 
Frank Riley slep t in the room 
with 
him. Royal came into the room. Mc­ 
Mu llin fired first shot. 
Fired 
three 
shots before Frank Riley fired. 
Saw 
Bob Miner at shooting. 
He was at 
right of McMu llin and to the left of 
Riley. Miner shot at Frank with p is­ 
tol. 
Frank Riley fired second sh6t at 
McMu llin. 
Then he went into 
the 
big barn to get 
p ony. 
Saw Royal 
who help ed him catch p ony to go af­ 
ter Uncle Jim to 
go fo% a doctor. 
Didn’t remember if father had any­ 
thing in hand 
when 
he left hou se. 
Was ou t late night before shooting 
with father at La Valle, nearly mid­ 
night when got home. 
Memory was 
bad on certain lines. 
Thou ght 
the 
shot gu n was in hou se. Was not kep t 
at the hou se before. 
Frank Riley got 
gu n and went ou t before 
daylight. 
When Jim woke u p , Allen Royal was 
there.

Riley took hand bag and 
shot gu n with him when he left the 
room. 
He was dressed when Riley 
went ou t. 
Mrs. Grimm came in the 
room.

The two Ju stices retired bu t a 
minu te, when they annou nced 
that 
Riley wou ld be held to Circu it Cou rt 
and his bond fixed at $10,000 which 
he p romp tly filled. 
The case is set for the next term 
of cou rt,

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Breathing Springs*’ of Ozarks Caus 
ed By Nautral Syphons 


Rolla, Mo., February 5.—The ebb 
and flow springs of the Ozarks have 
been the subject of study by geolog­ 
ists from the School of Mines and 
Metallurgy and from the State Geolo­ 
gical Survey for the past two sum­ 
mers. 
Seventeen such 
springs 
are 
known to exist, 10 in this country and 
seventeen in Europe. Of those in this 
country, six are in the Ozarks, three 
being in Shannon County. 
The peculiar feature about 
these 
springs is their variable flow of wa­ 
ter. The normal flow will run for a 
more or less regular interval of time. 
This interval in the case 
of Miller 
Spring in Pulaski County, is on 
an 
average about six hours. 
Then 
the 
volume of water at this spring 
in­ 
creases from approximately 2000 gal­ 
lons per minute to about 9000 gal­ 
lons per minute. 
The regularity of 
these crests led the Indians to desig­ 
nate the spring “Breathing Spring”. 
The largest of the ebb and flow 
springs in Shannon County is direct­ 
ly opposite Rymers ranch, eight miles 
northwest of Birch Tree. It has been 
studied carefully by Prof. Bridge of 
the School of Mines and Metallurugy, 
while in the employ of the State Ge6- 
logical Suruvey. 
The spring issues 
from a crevice about 15 inches wide 
and four feet deep. 
It has a rather 
constant flow, at low stage, estimat­ 
ed at about 2200 gallons per minute. 
At flood stage the level of the water 
rises rapidly for about 20 minutes un­ 
til the flow is from 8000 to 11,000 gal­ 
lons per minute. This is maintained 
for about 10 minutes and then it falls 
rapidly for about 20 minutes to with­ 
in about three-tenths of a foot of its 
former level, and then slowly for 40 
or 50 minutes, until its former 
low 
level is reached. 
The crests of this 
spring do not 
come with the regularity that they do 
at Miller Spring. 
They vary from 
one to 45 hours. The heights of the 
cresst vary also, the larger coming 
after the longer periods of time be­ 
tween crests. 
Much speculation has been indulg­ 
ed in as to the cause of these perio­ 
dic actions, but the theory usually ac­ 
cepted now by geologists, and which 
theory Prof. Bridge’s studies seem to 
check, is that the variable flow 
is 
caused by the action of a natural 
syphon formed in the rocks. 
In the 
geologic 
formations 
of 
Shannon 
County soft limestone, much subject 
to cracks and checks, 
predominates. 
Such 
formations easily 
might pro­ 
duce 
conditions 
in 
the rocks that 
would give a syphon action. The ex­ 
tremely rapid rise of the springs 
to 
flood stage hardly could be account­ 
ed for by anything other than syphon 
action. On the other hand, in an ar­ 
tificial syphon the decline shouuld be 
as great as the rise, which is not the 
case with the 
springs. 
This 
very 
probably is due to the fact that the 
water in passing through the syphon 
outlet fills many side cracks and crev­ 
ices from which it drains slowly af­ 
ter the syphon action is broken. 
The variation 
in 
time 
between 
crests also needs explaining to 
sub­ 
stantiate the syphon theory. Some 
geologists have attempted to explain 
this on the basis of several syphons 
contributing to the spring. The scar­ 
city of these springs, however, would 
indicate that natural syphons are of 
rare occurrence, and it is very 
im­ 
probable that two or more of 
them 
would be found contributing to 
the 
same spring. The rate of flow of 
ground water, which 
varies 
under 
different conditions, would affect the 
filling of the 
syphon reservoir and 
hence the frequency of crests. 
Baro­ 
metric pressure also would affect the 
filling of the reservoir, as also would 
rainfall. The most acceptable theory, 
according to Prof. Bridge,, is 
that 
the variability is caused through air 
leaking into 
the 
syphon 
chamber 
breaking the syphon action. 
In the 
checked and cracked limestone forma­ 
tion in which these springs occur it 
is very possible that some of these 
ciacks and crevices extend from the 
syphon to the surface. While 
the 
syphon was inactive, these would be­ 
come filled with 
ground 
water and 
thuus seal the syphon. 
When in ac­ 
tion the pull of the syphon would tend 
to drain these 
crevices 
until 
air 
would leak through and break 
the 
syphon action. 
These air leaks 
na­ 
turally would been tirely erratic and 
the syphon action might 
be broken 
with the reservoir 
nearly 
full. 
It 
would 
then fill rapidly 
and 
start 
again. 
The advancing stage of Missouri’s 
good roads program is making these 
springs and other natuural 
attrac­ 
tions in the Ozarks more accessible, 
and causing the Ozarks to become 
more 
and more a summer play­ 
ground.

dent Coolidge has not been insensible 
to the repeated attacks against 
his 
administration made recently in

out of Congress, and he is hoping the 
country will not take these criticism s 
too seriously. 
There were plain indications today 
that some of the recent assaults 
on 
administration policies 
had 
greatly 
im pressed 
officials 
at 
the 
White 
House. 
Desirous of replying, but un­ 
willing to authorize any direct quota­ 
tion of the President himself, these 
officiais explained Mr. Coolidge's at­ 
titude about as follows: 
He is hopeful the public will 
not 
pay too much attention to speeches 
made in Congress or elswehere charg­ 
ing failure to enforce law and pro­ 
mote the best interests of the people. 
He holds that he and 
his cabinet 
are doing their 
utmost 
to 
enforce 
laws im partially and 
promote 
the 
prosperity of the American public. 
The country can rest assured, 
he 
believes, that this is being done de­ 
spite efforts to make the situation 
appear otherwise. 
He thinks it ought to be remember­ 
ed in taking stock of 
the 
situation 
that this is the season when there is 
a tendency to inject politics into pub­ 
lic discussions. 
On such subjects as the recent at­ 
tacks on the Department of Justice, 
and criticism s of his own course

dealing with the Tariff 
Commission,
